No business, large or small (not even a monopoly) 
can succeed, for long, ignoring the rights of the public. 
On the other hand, no matter how modest the begin­ 
ning, no matter howMittle of promise the prospects war 
rant’ the business that is intelligently and energetically 
operated by someone who appreciates his obligations and 
his duties, is headed for certain success. 
One of the evils of war was the inclination, which 
grew up as 
part of the rush demand of the time, to allow 
business to run itself, trusting to the disinclination of a 
patriotic and busy public, to find fault or to discriminate. 
There are, unfortunately, a number of business con­ 
cerns in the country which have drifted beyond the safety 
zone and must be brought back to safer moorings. 
I he public from this time on is going to discriminate 
and to demand its just dues from business and the man 
who has lost his incentive to make his business a success, 
bas forgotten that the public has any rights, has turned his 
business over to incompetent birlings to run, is headed for 
the rocks of ruin unless he recognizes the warning which 
is manifest on every hand.
